m—m about my home-country 
West-Germany? Germany is, 
as you surely know, a lot smaller than 
USA, but heavier populated. More 
people live in cities than in the coun- 
try. Since there is a good public 
transportation system in and around 
the cities, less people have cars. 
Distances are shorter, and parking 
lots are same; therefore, many people 
either take the bus, ride bike, or just 
simply walk. Also, you have to be 18 
before you can get a drivers license. 
So, having your own car at age 18 is 
an even less relizable dream for us 
than having a convertible over here. 
Another thing that is different is the 
school system. Depending on which 
level you choose, you may go to school 
for 9, 10, or 13 years. Since I choose 
the college level, I have two more 
years of school after I get back even 
though I'm a senior here. Also, we 
can't choose which classes we want to 
take. They are all required. In Ger- 
many, school is usually out at 1 p.m., 
but then we have to do our homework 
at home. Sport doesn't get as much 
attention in German schools as it 
does here. If you want to go out for 
competition, you join a sports-club 
and enter a team there. 




EXCHANGE 



Practice is all year long. One thing 
that is totally different is the church 
system. We basically have two main 
religions: Catholic and Lutheran. 
There are other groups, too, since we 
also have freedom of religion, but 
they are not very wide-spread. Since 
we have less different religions, we 
also have less church houses. Religion 
doesn't play as big a role as I noticed 
it does here. Having lived here in 
America for 9 months now (plus 2 un- 
til I go back) has helped me to better 
understand the Americans, who come 
to Germany to live there for a couple 
of years. I found out that there are a 
lot of different customs, but the peo- 
ple are just about the same. Why 
don't you come to Germany and see it 
yourself?

As a born West-German, Georg Henning Alexander Uhlig says: The big- 
gest shock upon my arrival in Nappanee in August 1985 was to see 16- 
year-old kids driving around in cars. You might be able to do that m 
Germany if you were 18 and had about $500 for a license. The next shock was 
to hear Steph call me a chicken: "Hen" (what a nic-name!) A German high 
school is completely different from an American one: A class usually consists 
of 17-25 students who stay together in the same classroom most of the time. 
And once classes are over (1:20 p.m.) there are almost no activities going on at 
school. For athletics you have to join private clubs which explains why there 
are no school games. What will I be doing after graduation from North Wood? 
Sweating through my two graduation years in Germany. 



•m W Y hat is different between USA and Finland? I'll tell some basic things. 
U/W/ like school. In Finland we go to school five days a week, 4-8 hours a 
r r day with 10 minute breaks between the class periods. Our schedule is 
different every day and we have more classes that we HAVE to take like 
biology, geography, religious knowledge, math, English, Swedish, Finnish, 
music/art etc. We don't have any afterschool activities like in North Wood. All 
sport-clubs are outside of school, where people become a member of. Basket- 
ball, soccer, track, tennis and in winter ice hockey are popular. Evenings and 
weekends we go out with friends, just like here. Fast food restaurants are not 
so popular in Finland than they are here. We go out to the movies or just get 
together to people's houses. Every weekend we have live-concert or disco in my 
town. We also have parties at school once a month and bigger ones on 
Christmas time, and in February when our "seniors" get out of school. Yes, 
they really finish school in February but after that they start to review all the 
basic things that they have learned in school during these twelve years. Then 
they will have big final tests during the spring and graduation at the end of 
May. Young people don't drive cars so much in Finland than here. We get our 
license when we are 18 years old. But instead, it is much cheaper to travel by 
bus or train in Finland than here. And most of the people live right in town, 
not so much out in the countryside than here. My exchange year has been a 
great experience! In the beginning it was hard, no friends, school was different, 
and it was hard to communicate with different language. But later on, I got us- 
ed to everything and now I know I am going to miss everything and everybody 
when I'll go back to Finland. It would be nice to come back, and who knows I 
will, some day! And I hope somebody will come to Europe and to Finland, too.
